Mortgage  Foredoom 

Afi  aet  consenting  mortgages  waa  pass¬ 
ed  by  the  last  legislature  which  seems 
intended  to  relief*  and  protect  the  in 
tereaU  of  the  debtor  class.  As  the  law 
is  of  general  importance,  we  give  below 
its  various  provisoes. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and 

General  A  me  of  the  state  of  New 

Jersey,  That  in  fill  proceedings  to  fore¬ 
close  mortgagee  hereafter  commenced, 
no  decree  shall  be  rendered  tberciu  for 
any  balance  of  mimey  which  may  be  due 
complainant  ovef  and  above  proceeds  of 
the  ale  or  sales  9f  the  mortgaged  prop 
erty,  and  no  execution  ahull  issue  for  the 
collection  of  sash  balance  under  such 
foreclosure  proceedings. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  all 
caae*  where  a  boad  and  mortgage  lias  or 
may  hereafter  be  -given  fur  the  samo 
deot.  it  shall  be  tytwtul  to  proceed  drat 
to  forclose  the  mortgage,  and  if  at  the 
sale  of  the  mortgaged  premises  under 
said  foreclosure  proceedings  the  said 
premises  should  not  eell  for  a  sum  suffi¬ 
cient  to  satiafy  stch  debt,  interest  and 
coats,  then  and  is  aueb  case  il  shall  be 
lawful  to  proceed  ou  the  bond  for  the 
deficiency,  and  t^*t  m  all  aoita  on  said 
bond,  jadgmen^ thafi  be  rendered  and 
execution  uaue  ©bly  for  the  balance  of 
debt  and  costs  of. amt.

The  Tariff  on  Papr. 

Whatever  else  may  be  doabifal  about 
the  iotent&oq  of  tbe  authors  of  oar  tariff 
laws,  they  undoubtedly  meant  to  place 
on  tbe  free  list  all  materials  used  in 
manufacture  of  paper.  It  happ< 
that  pulp  of  wood,  which  is  by  far  tbe 
tnoeSrimpor  ant  element  in  tbe  mauufao- 
tnre  of  paper  used  by  tba  daily  and 
weekly  press  of  tbe  oonotry,  was  not 
specifically  and  by  name  exempted  from 
duty.  Under  a  Treasury  decision  which 
held  that  this  verbal  omission  wae  fatal 
to  the  free  admission  of  wood  pulp,  a  few 
manufacturer*  of  that  article  have  been 
able  to  impose  an  exorbitant  tax  on  the 
geoerul  body  of  paper-maketn,  by  whom 
it  is  of  course  shifted  on  the  consumers, 
the  newspaper  publishers  of  the  ooantry, 
and  the  burden  falls  with  special  hard¬ 
ship  on  pubbshere  outside  of  the  great 
cities — we.  consequently,  being  impover¬ 
ished  wu  (hnl  a  bandfnl  of  monopolists 
may  grow  rich.  The  most  powerful 
champion  of  these  monopolists  is  Repre¬ 
sentative  Garfield.  Were  his  opposi- 
t  on  lo  the  bill  withdrawn,  tbe  restora¬ 
tion  af  wool  pulp  lo  tbe  free  list,  where 
it  belongs,  would  be  accomplished  in  a 
few  Jay*.

Both  the  accused  iu  their  defense 
admitted  tbe  assault  but  denied  having 
a  knife  or  committing  tbe  rebbery.  Fox 
swore  that  Flanigan  was  intoxicated,  and 
that  be  was  aaaiatiug  him  borne,  haviog 
left  Porter's  saloon  between  nine  and  ten 
o'clock.  Flanigan  said  be  never  carried 
a  knife,  and  did  not  remember  what  oc¬ 
curred  on  Sunday  night,  except  that  be 
was  going  home  with  Fox  and  bad  a 
alight  altercation  on  the  wny  .with  the 
two  Germans.  The  cotrusel  for  the 
boys  charged  with  this  serious  offence 
maintained  that  tbe  affair  waa  only  a 
street  fight  of  small  dimensions,  and  that 
the  story  of  the  robbery  and  knife  was 
imaginary.  Justice  Hall  required  ‘  bail 
in  the  sum  of  $300  from  each  for  their 
appearance  at  court.
